Scheme to Raise 
Santiago Dam Fails 

Construction of a new $1,500,000 
retarding dam in Serra canyon 
was planned today, as army en¬ 
gineers abandoned their plan of 
raising Santiago dam 30 feet. 

The new' dam, county .super¬ 
visors were told. W’ill back up 
water almost to Irvine park, re¬ 
sulting in lakes at both ends of 
the park and achieving the same 
amount of flood control as a lower 
cost. Estimates for the dam rais¬ 
ing had been $1,800,000. 

The new ba.sin, to be known a.s 
the Villa Park retarding basin, v/ill 
be constructed under a new policy 
of army engineer.s w’hich followed 
a recent switch in management at 
Washington. Kngineors, the board 
w’as told, are reluctant to add con¬ 
struction to a dam w’hich belongs 
to .someone el.se. Santiago dam 
W’as built by water companies and 
the Irvine intere.sls, w’ith the view 
that the dam might be raised some 
day. 

Supervi.sors adopted a resolution 
modifying agreements with th« 
government to conform with the 
change, in accordance with a let¬ 
ter from Maj. 'Theodore Wyman, 
jr.. army engineer in Los Angele.s, 
to P'lood Control Engineer M. N. 
ITiomp-son. 'Hie resolution wn.s 
prepared by B. Z. McKinney ami 
Albert'Lauer. special flood control 
council for the county.

Three county officials, accused

report on their activities rather 
than retorting publicly. 

Meanwhile the grand jury ad¬ 
journed until 9:30 a. m. tomorrow, 
with indications that West’s 
charges against officials and We.st 
himself might be the subject of 
further discus.sion and aetion. 

West .spent an hour and a half 
with the jury yesterday afternoon, 

I di.seiKSsing among other things a 
1 letter addrc.s.sed to Foreman J. A. 
Beek in which he accused Auditor 
W. T. Lambert. Sheriff Logan 
Jackson and A.ssessor James 
Sleeper. 

Although the officials them.selves 
ignored the charges and said "the 
grand jury already has looked 
our court conduct," it was pointed 
out that charges against Lambert 
and Jackson relative to the salary 
oivlinance were a matter of con¬ 
troversy. Lambert and Jackson 
have relied on an opinion by Dl.st. 
Atty. W. F. Menton contrary to 
West's beliefs. An addres.sograph 
machine, in the purchase of which 
West charged no authorization wa.s 
obtained, wa.s contained in the 1931 
budget and pas.seil by supervisors 
it was said. 

Unanswered, hut possibly the 
subject of grand jury comment 
later, were charges that Jackson 
failed to file a statement of fees 
at the end of his first term, and 
that Sleeper failed to itemize mde- 
age sufficiently.

Flying Boats Start 
Record Air Hop 


SAN DIEGO. (Ah—Eighteen big 
fiying boats, units of the bombing 
patrol of the United States fleet, 
headed across the Pacific toward 
Honolulu today in the greatest 
massed ocean flight ever under¬ 
taken by the navy. 

After all were in the air they 
met in a rendezvous 100 miles at 
sea, for formation flight to Pearl 
Harbor, 2570 miles away. 

The flight to Honolulu was ex¬ 
pected to require 18 to 20 hours. 

The first plane left San Diego 
bay at 8:52 a. m. (PST) and the 
last. 45 minutes later. 

The twin motored patrol bomb¬ 
ers, carrying crews of seven men 
and officers, are the first of 42 the 
navy has announced will be flown 


this year from the mainland to 
Pearl Harbor. 

In July or August 12 more will 
head out over the Pacific, to be 
followed by another dozen around 
Thanksgiving time. 

During 1937, a 24-plane flight 
was made, 1200 miles to Seattle; 
there were two 12-plane flights to 
Hawaii, one 12-plane hop 3080 
miles to Coco Solo. C. Z., followed 
by another last Dec. 8 involving 
14 bombers, then the greatest long 
distance mass transfer of aircraft. 

The planes today, under orders 
of Lieutenant Commanders S. H. 
Warner and W. G. Tomlinson, will 
follow a great circle course from 
Point Loma to Diamond Head, 
'near Honolulu. 


QUEBEC BOYS 
CREMATED IN 
HOLOCAUST 

Catholic Teachers 
Die in Flames 

ST. HYACINTHE, Quebec. 
(Canadian Press) — Twenty- 
one persons were feared to 
h .--3 died early today in a 
fire that trapped more than 
100 asleep in the College of 
Sacred Heart, a boarding 
school for hoys, here. The 

only victim identified was Brother 
Jean Baptiste, 64,„who leaped from 
one of the school* upper windows 
and died as he reached a hospital. 

Police Chief A. Bourgeois said 
■six bodies had been reported taken 
from the still blazing building and 
"about 25, or maybe 30” persons 
still were missing. 

The editor of the local news¬ 
paper said atK.ut. 20 persons 
perished inside the school besides 
the brother. 

SE.4RCH FOR BODIES 

About 22 others were taken to 
the hospital, most of them in night 
' clothes, through sub-zero weather. 

The ruins of the school, on the 
outskirts of St. Hyacinthe 35 mile.s 
east of Montreal, were being 
searched fer more bodies. 

About 160 students attended the 
institution, which had a faculty of 
approximately 50. 

The fire chief said the blaze 
broke out about 2 a. m. and that 
his men had fought the flames 
for more than three hours before 
.searchers could get near to look 
for bodies. Volunteer firemen aid¬ 
ed the regular force. 

CHECK DIFFICULT 

Some of the students were taken 
to nearby farm houses and police 
said on this account it was diffi¬ 
cult to check quickly the number 
of dead. i 

As word of the fire spread 
through the town of 14,000 popu¬ 
lation, private cars began appear¬ 
ing at the scene and their oc¬ 
cupants started digging through 
the debris, seeking to recover the 
dead. 

Every member of the hospital 
staff was called into emergency 
duty shortly after the first am-

DURAND, Wls. (A*l—A nine- 
month quarrel between two broth¬ 
ers over the burning of a barn 
culminated in the .slaying last 
night of six persons, four of them 
children under 10 years of age.

Sheriff Victor Seline of Pepin 
county said Lawrence Leflay, 37, 
committed suicide after shooting 
to death his wife, about 36; their 
daughters, Virgie, 8, and Beulah, 
7; their niece, Phyllis, 8, and 
nephew, Virgil, 5. 

Leflay’s brother, Marvin, 35, was 
wounded and the latter’s wife was 
felled by a blow with the butt of 
a revolver. She feigned death and 
later crawled to the home of a 
neighbor. Her son, Roger, 4, also 
escaped. 

Vera Cruz Strike 
Brought to End 

ORIZABA, Vera Cruz State, 
Mexico. (iPl — A 24-hour general 
strike, whicn tied up virtually 
every key industry in Vera Cruz 
state and caused at least Eight 
deaths in inter-union rioting, end¬ 
ed promptly on schedule at mid¬ 
night last night. 

President Lazaro Cardenas, who 
hurried to Orizaba as soon as vio¬ 
lence broke out, declared his gov¬ 
ernment was determined to end 
such disorders and added that "it 
is premature to fix responslbUity.” 

Six men were killed here and 
two at Jalapa, state capital, in 
street fighting. 


G-MEN CLAIM 
CONFESSION 
OF SLAYER 

Four-Month Hunt Ends 
At Arcadia Racetrack 

LOS ANGELES. (?T>)—Re¬ 
lentless department of iustice 
agents, at the end of a four- 
months manhunt, marked the 
kidnaping-slaying of Charles 
S. Ross “solved” today as 
they secretly ■whisked a man 
they said was the confessed 
killer back to Chicago to stand 
trial. 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
federal bureau of investigation, 
announced that Peter Anders, 30, 
former logger, admitted he slew 
Ross two days after a ransom of 
$50,000 was paid near Rockford, 
Ill., Oct. 8, 1937, and then .shot 
and killed his confederate, James 
Atwood Gray. 

Anders was traced across the 
country by a trail of ransom bills 
he spent lavishly at race tracks, 
Hoover said, and last Friday was 
taken into custody here at Santa 
Anita park. 

Agents recovered $14,402.28 of 
the ransom on Anders and at his 
hotel. Hoover said. 

MAKES STATE3IENT 

A 27-page statement wa* made 
by the prisoner, but not relea.sed 
to the press, before he was started 
eastward last night, either by air¬ 
plane or train. 

The bodies of Ross and Gray 
Iiave not yet been recovered, 
Hoover said, adding: 

"Anders shot the two men 
through the head, but all we can 
say for certain is that the killings 
took place on the outskirts of 
Rockford, about 10 miles west of 
Chicago, and that the bodies ap¬ 
parently were hidden somewhere 
ever the 'Wisconsin line.” 

Previously, he had been trailed 
to Spokane and Seattle, ’Wash., 
Portland. Ore., Chicago. New 
York City, Philadelphia, Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., Miami, Fla., and New

DEAL APPROVED 

Huntington Beach city council- 
men last night authorized City At¬ 
torney Ray Overacker to prepare 
an option to be submitted to the 
Mills Land and Water company 
for purchase of a $100,000 parcel 
of land for future civic develop¬ 
ment. 

Included in the proposed site of 
a new city playground area is a 
plot including 49 acres which 
would be developed as one of the 
Southland's outstanding pleasure 
spots. Cost of this property has 
been set at approximately $25,000. 
This amount would be drawn from 
the city's funds. 

Approximately 1650 feet of 
ocean frontage also is included in 
the deal, covering an area from 
the municipal camp grounds to the 
east city limit. Funds for pur¬ 
chase of this land might be raised 
from a bond issue, it was intimat¬ 
ed last night. 

In line with a five-year develop¬ 
ment program, the city also is 
building a $50,000 beach pavilion, 
for which $5000 in city funds was 
transferred last night by the coun¬ 
cil.

Local Laborites Ask 
For Federal Probe 

Orange county armed for 
an impending labor war to¬ 
day, as the central labor coun¬ 
cil struck the first blow with 
a demand for federal investi¬ 
gation of the Orange county 
citizens’ committee and 
charges of extortion and 

racketeering in this area. 

Action of the board of auper- 
vi.sors made po.s.sibIe the addition 
of five new deputies to combat 
the possible strife, increasing the 
sheriff’s force to 37 deputies, all 
of them under the same status. 
Board control over the farm de¬ 
tail was loosed. 

Supervisor John Mitchell and 
the sheriff jojned forces in prom¬ 
ising “protection to Orange coun¬ 
ty's crops” if the strikes come. 

The labor council, however, will 
.send its demands for investigation 
to Roosevelt and to the La Follette 
Civil Liberties committee. 

The resolution charges that 
Orange Count.v Citizens’ asso¬ 
ciation consists of anti-labor ele¬ 
ments, and that the group Is “at 
the present time raising a large 
fund for the avowed purpose of 
destroying organized labor as 
now constituted.” 

The re.solution further requests 
the president "to enlist the aid of 
the attorney general for the pur-

NEW ROADS 
FOR (OUNR! 

Orange county today looked 
longingly at a $50,000,000 cake 
from the state highway depart¬ 
ment, wondered just how big a 
slice it would be allowed to cut. 

The huge expenditure will be 
made during the next two years, 
Harry A. Hopkins, assistant di¬ 
rector of the state department of 
public works, -said—for highways 
in the Los Angeles metropolitan 
area. 

This area, according to Hopkins, 
includes portions of Orange, Ven¬ 
tura and San Bernardino counties. 

First intimation of what part of 
the funds will be expended within 
this county may be made public 
Friday night here, when state en¬ 
gineers in the highway depart¬ 
ment attend a dinner meeting of 
the Orange county engineer’s club, 
at the Green Cat cafe, officials 
said. 

Scheduled to give talks are S. 
V. Cortelyou, district engineer; 
Don Warren, highway engineer; 
Frank C. Balfour, right of way ex¬ 
pert; E. D, Griffin, office engineer, 
and A. N. George, construction 
engineer. 

County Highway Engineer Art 
Beard said no announcement of 
the program had been made to 
him, but that he was “extremely 
anxious" to learn what participa¬ 
tion this county may make. 

Hopkins said the expenditures 
would be a "step” toward solving 
the Los Angeles area’s traffic 
problems. He added that these 
were "the most difficult in the 
United States,” and some system 
as yet untried anywhere would 
hUve to be devised. 

Sailor Held on

'TRUST AFTER 
SCALP' SAYS 
BETSCHART 

Packer to Test 
Inspection Law 

Charging the "meat trust” is 
after his scalp, J. F. Betschart, 
operator of the TalbcV’t Meat com¬ 
pany. ela.s.sed himself today as a 
"guinea pig" to test the state 
meat inspection law. 

Betschart, fiery packer who ran 
into difficulties when he began 
construction of a new plant last 
year, is charged with selling unin- 
■ spected meat and with slaughter¬ 
ing at an unlicensed plant. 

Admitting no state inspector 
was on hand, Betschart main¬ 
tained animals being slaughtered 
were inspected by a veterinarian. 

His slaughtering licen.se was re¬ 
voked last year until certain im¬ 
provements were made, according 
to state inspectors who are here 
as-si.sting in the pro.secution. Bets¬ 
chart later informed the state that 
he would begin slaughtering on 
Jan. and a complaint followed. 

"I took this method," Bet.schart 
.said today, "of determining the 
constitutionality of a law which 
givc.s to one man or .set of men, 
who are .supposed to be the serv¬ 
ants of the public, the right to 
arbitrarily and without any hear¬ 
ing what.soever deprive a taxpayer 
and citizen of an opportunity to 
make an hone.st living for himself 
and family.” 

Bet.sfh<srt'.s letter to The Jour¬ 
nal : 

To the Editor of The .Journal. 

Dear .Sir: 

In the is.sue of your paper under 
date of Jan. 1.5, lO.JS, you printed 
an article entitled "Meat Plant 
Under Fire.” A.s there were .sev¬ 
eral misstatements in the article 
I am a.sking for .space in your 
paper to correct .same. 

First; The article alleges that 
! sold meat without inspection. 
This is absolutely fal.se as I have 
never sold one pound of unin- 
speeted meat in the county of Or¬ 
ange or el.sewhere. 

Second: The article states that 
I wrote the department of agri- 
cnltuie early in January after my 
license to slaughter had been re¬ 
voked, etc. This statement is ab¬ 
solutely incorrect as my license 
was never revoked and is still in 
effect. The facts a?c that on Jan. 
1. I mad' application for a re¬ 
newal of my license, enclosing the 
recpiireii fee and the necessary 
bond, ami in reply received a let¬ 
ter slating that there was a techni¬ 
cal ommi.ssion in the execution of 
the bond and a.s .soon as this wa.s 
remeilleii the license would he is¬ 
sued. The nece.ssai’y correction 
wa.s maile and the bond returned 
to the department. It Is true that 
I informed the department of my 
intention to slaughter on the the 
•Ith of .lanuary and made a request 
for an inspector to be present. 
This was (lone heoaiise I did not 
want to have the appearance of 
trying to conceal my actions from 
the lioard. 

It is true that .some of the hogs 
butchered were disposed of after 
they had been tagged liy tlie au¬ 
thorities, hut those were hogs 
which had been butchered for 
ranchers in the neighborhood, and 
after they were tagged they were 
kept until the Monday following 
the slaughter, in accordance with 
my agreement with the depart¬ 
ment, and were then delivered to 
the owners. 

All of the animals were inspected 
by a competent veterinarian and 
were declared by him to be abso¬ 
lutely healthy and fit for human 
consumption. This veterinarian 
wa.s not. however, an inspector 
authorized by the department, but 
wa.s an experienced in.spector. 

I have been in busine.sa at Tal¬ 
bert for nearly four years, and 
have conducted a.s sanitary an 
e.stabli.slimcnt a.s exists in Orange 
county, or anywhere else, and have 
.sold first quality meat to the pub¬ 
lic at prices at least 30 per cent 
less th.an other butchers, and this 
is the root of nil of my troubles. 

Inspection wa.s withdrawn by 
the department becau.se I would 
not expend about $.5000 for im¬ 
provements on a property lea.sed 
by me, and only about a year wa.s 
left of the term of the Iea.se. 

It is not my desire to try my 
ease in the newspapers, but I in¬ 
tend to find out if a jury of 12 
men and women in the county of 
Orange will approve of the depart¬ 
ment’s arbitrarily taking away the 
livelihood of a citizen and taxpayer 
of Orange county simply because 
he did not comply with certain 
rules and regulations laid down by 
the department, none of which had 
anything to rio with the sanitation 
of the e.stablishment. I took this 
mothexi of determining the consti¬ 
tutionality of a law which glve.s to 
one man or set of men, who are 
.suppo.sed to be the servants of the 
public, the right to arbitrarily and 
without any hearing whatsoever 
deprive a citizen and taxpayer of 
an opportunity to make an honest 
living for himself and family.’’

W’hen it is winter in Wenatchee, 
and the wind whistles, and the 
snow is piled high over the or- 
chard.s and homes of that Wash¬ 
ington slate community, one We¬ 
natchee family, at least, is basking 
in Southern California’s sunshine 
and profiting thereby. 

It works out like this. In Wa.sh- 
ington an apple orchard is a 
spring-summer-fall proposition. In 
winter the orchard takes time off 
and so docs the grower. He can 
become part of the familiar fire¬ 
side scene, or he can travel, but 
to travel takes more money than 
is ordinarily the lot of the small 
apple grower even under the New 
Deal. 

APPLE PRICES LOW 

Mr. and Mrs. Lee R. Hiatt of 
Wenatchee considered the situation 
just before Christmas. Apple prices 
at the orchard were low, .some- 
were around $21 a ton. They had 
3500 boxes of Jonathans, Delicious. 
Rome Beauty and Wine.saps, the 
crop from their 15-acre orchard. 
There wasn’t much they could do 
around the place before spring. 

So the Hiatts journeyed 1500 
mile.s to Southern California, their 
apples following by freight. They 
lea.sed a bit of road.side frontage 
near Santa Ana, deployed the 
boxed apples in squad formation 
for all who ride to .see, and .settled 
down in the shade of a thatch of 
palm leaves to keep off the winter 
.sun. 

BI SINESS fiOOI) 

Business has been good. The 
simplicity of the "direct from or¬ 
chard to consumer" plan has its 
advantage.s. The problem of keep¬ 
ing reserve stock wa.s solved by 
renting a near-by barn. A small 
cider press, in operation daily, took 
care of fruit that otherwi.se might 
have been wasted, and the demand 
for freshly made cider is good, 
even in an orange-juice country. 

By March the crop will have 
been sold to the .satisfaction of ail 
concerned and the Wenatchee fam¬ 
ily will return to their orchard to 
begin the round of pruning and 
spraying. 

The Hiatt plan is not a means 
of getting rich quickly, for when 
the books are balanced the net 
yield will not be much greater than 
could have been .secured for the 
crop at the orchard. But the sat¬ 
isfaction of a three-months stay in 
Southern California, with all ex- 
pen.ses paid, is .something worth 
taking into consideration. 
PERSONAL PLEASURE 

And there is a por-sonal pleasure 
In the adventure, too, for Mrs. 
Hiatt was brought up in Costa 
Me.sa. 

The ideal scheme, of course, 
would be to operate an orange 
grove In the winter and an apple 
orchard in the summer, bringing 
oranges to Wa.shington and apples 
to California. That would come 
pretty clo.se to .setting up an exact 
balance of trade. But until some¬ 
one develops an orange tree that 
can be left to its own devices dur¬ 
ing the summer months, such an 
Utopian system of things remains 
visionary. 

In the meantime, while the snow 
lies deep in W’enatchee. Califor¬ 
nians and tourists alike are munch¬ 
ing Wa.shington apples and indi¬ 
vidual initiative has .scored another 
point against the heavy o<ids of a 
cooperative and corporate age.

FATHER, SON 
DIE IN CHAIR 

BOSTON. (^—Praying with a 
fervor more in keeping with a 
Sunday church service than with 
a brilliantly-lighted death cham¬ 
ber, Frank and Anthony Di Sta- 
sio, father and son, died in the 
electric chair at state prison ear¬ 
ly today for the "torch murder" 
of Daniel Crowley, a Boston la¬ 
borer. 

It was Massachusetts’ first fa¬ 
ther-son execution on record. 

Anthony, 24, shuffled into the 
chamber a few minutes after mid¬ 
night, only an hour and a half 
after Gov. Charles F. Hurley re¬ 
jected the final plea of his coun¬ 
sel that his life be spared. 

Walking backward ahead of him 
was Rev. Ralph W. Farrell, pris¬ 
on chaplain. ’The priest intoned 
"the prayer for the last agony.” 
Eyes glued on the chaplain’s face, 
Anthony repeated the prayers in 
almost inaudible tone. 

At the chair, he said, .simply: 
"Goodbye, father.” Whether he 
meant the priest or his father, 
still in a death-house cell only 
a few feet away, was not cer¬ 
tain. He was praying when he 
died. 

The father, head bowed but eyes 
fastened on the priest, seemed to 
waver as he was led into the 
chamber, but he rallied quickly. 

"Goodbye, .son, it’s tough. But 
I’ll .see you again," he said as he 
was about to be placed in the chair. 

The arrest of the former Revere 
candymaker and his .son came two 
days afterd a body, tentatively 
identified as that of the father, 
was found in the latter's burned 
automobile in suburban Hudson on 
May 6, 1935.

CITRUS CROP 
INCREASE SEEN 

With aImo.st one-half of the 
bearing orange trees in California, 
Florida, Texas and Arizona to 
come into full bearing, average 
citrus production during the next 
five years is expected to be larger 
than' that of the previous five 
years. 

This was revealed today by the 
Orange county farm advisor 
through information obtained from 
the bureau of agricultural eco¬ 
nomics. Of the 34,600,000 orange 
trees of bearing age, five to 10 
years of age, 45 per cent have not 
reached full production. 

Approximately one - third the 
grapefruit-bearing trees have ar¬ 
rived at the age of full produc¬ 
tion and only two-thirds the bear¬ 
ing lemon acreage in California 
are producing to capacity.

It seems that in that coun¬ 
try there is a national annuity 
plan program that is very similar 
to what is being advocated by the 
National Townsend Recovery Plan, 
Incorporated, in America. The 
writer of this column found the 
article so interesting and informa¬ 
tive that he is passing it on to his 
readers tonight: 
“CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
PROGRAM" 

“Santa Barbara, Calif. — Wide¬ 
spread economic and social bene¬ 
fits as a result of government- 
sponsored age pensions in Czecho¬ 
slovakia were reported by Frank 
Pelch here, returning from a visit 
to his native land. 

•' 'A few months ago.’ said Mr. 
Pelch, 'I scoffed at the ideas of 
old age pension advocates as ex¬ 
travagant. Now that I have actu 
ally seen the plan in operation In 
my native country of Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and have seen not only that 
it can be accomplished, hut that it 
also works unexpected wonders in 
creating happiness and content 
among the people, I am converted 

“ 'If everyone in this country 
could have seen what I have seen, 
he would be willing to contribute 
10 per cent of his salary to a social 
security play, to put it in opera¬ 
tion .sooner than it now will be, 

" 'In my opinion,’ he .said, 
'Czechoslovakia is one of the hap¬ 
piest, be.st regulated countries in 
the w’orld.’ Primarily responsible 
for this is their old age security 
plan, which was started in 1924, 
and is now in full operation, he 
■said, adding, 'It is impossible un¬ 
less you have seen it to imagine 
the effect of the feeling of secur¬ 
ity on a nation’s people.’ 

“ 'I was surprised, for instance, 
to find that fully half of my old 
.schoolmates were on pension. The 
pension is planned to become oper¬ 
ative at the age of 60, but to re¬ 
lieve unemployment, any disabil¬ 
ity, even slightest, is being used as 
an excuse to take men out of in¬ 
dustry and put them on pension,

COOPERATIVE PLAN 

“ ‘The Czechoslovakian plan is 
cooperative and. while under gov¬ 
ernment regulation, is not admin¬ 
istered by the government. It 
goes further than the American 
plan in providing for all medical 
costs throughout life, including 
doctor’s fees, medicine and hos¬ 
pitalization. 

“ 'There is no graft in its ad¬ 
ministration. This is effected by 
the unique plan of advancing its 
officials regularly, so that they 
have no opportunity to organize 
graft. When they reach the top 
office, they are placed on a pension 
after their one term. And the 
higher positions are well paid, so 
that there is little incentive for 
graft, since each man knows that 
he is provided for life. 

“ ‘The government of Czecho¬ 
slovakia is essentially the same as 
that in the United States, except 
that they have a .single house of 
parliament in place of our two 
houses of congres.s. 

’’ 'As one becomes acquainted 
with conditions there, he realizes 
that the Czecho-Slovakians have 
found the secret of real "common¬ 
wealth.’’ 

“ 'The astounding fart is that I 
did not find strike of any kind,' 
said Mr. Pilch. T did not find any 
unemployment, labor troubles or 
discontent among the people as far 
as I could see. They seem to be 
able to buy every essential of life 
and contentment in full measure 
In my opinion, any nation’s peace 
lies in .security of the aged and I 
hope that our people will give 
more thought to old-age pensions 
and bring them about In the near 
future. 

Perhaps some of the readers of 
this column who have been skep¬ 
tical as to the benefits which 
might accrue from the Townsend 
plan in operation will be less so 
when they read of what is occur¬ 
ring in Czecho-slovakia, according 
to the above article. This column 
is indebted to J. W. Wood, Santa 
Ana Townsend hall custodian, for 
having called attention to the ar¬ 
ticle.

Delayed Letter 
Means Dreaded 
Island Prison 

NEW YORK, (American Wire) 
Paul Renucci was approaching 
Devil’s Island, dreaded French 
Guiana pri.son, today, because a 
letter got lost in the mail. He 
was deported to France after his 
letters explaining his case were 
received by the American Com¬ 
mittee for Protection of Foreign 
Born and the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties union. 

In them Renucci explained how 
he escaped from the Island pri.son 
in 1936, sailing by canoe to Puerto 
Rico and that if he had not been 
deported he would have been par¬ 
doned. "If, during a period of five 
years I am not arrested by the 
French authorities, I entirely re¬ 
cover my liberty," he wrote.

The dy¬ 
namic, white-haired national mas¬ 
ter of the 800,000-member cooper¬ 
ative and ."locial Grange organiza¬ 
tion adds that there is a substan¬ 
tial financial reward for the young 
man who fitted these qualifica¬ 
tions: 

"Likes to work, loves the .soil 
and has the tact and ability to be¬ 
come a real farmer." 

"We will have no farmer mil¬ 
lionaires,” declares the veteran 
farm leader, who is rounding out 
35 years as a Grange official, "but 
when it comes to .settling up es¬ 
tates we find that farmers average 
pretty well with other group.s.” 

The former Ohio director of ag¬ 
riculture stresses education, or¬ 
ganization and cooperation as the 
"three old weapons” which the 
farmer "can u.se in a new way.” 

"Science, research and inventive 
genius are building a new rural life 
that offers added rewards to young 
men and women of courage and 
ability,” he as.serts. 

"The old notion that a farmer 
must work from .sun-up to sun¬ 
down is still partly true in the 
ru.sh season, but that does not hold 
good in the year-round program. 
The .young farmer and his wife 
who are communit.v builders will 
stand just a.s good a chance of 
keeping the .sheriff from the front 
gate as tho.se who keep their no.se.s 
all the time on the agricultural 
grindstone."

LONDON. IJPI — The Briti.sh 
freighter Cragpool won her battle 
today with a mid-Atlantic gale 
that had ripped a gash in her hull. 

The 5133-ton ship, with a crew 
of 35 aboard, had radioed for help, 
reporting water in her engine 
room. Later, however, she report¬ 
ed the water had been cleared and 
she would proceed after temporary 
repairs to her pumps. 

The Cragpool was bound from 
Galveston, Texas,, to Potterdam 
The Netherlands, with a argo of 
gain. 

The German liner Europa, which 
made a 270-mile da.sh to aid the 
Cragpool, reached her early today. 
Finding help not needed, the 
Europa continued her voyage to 
Cherbourg, France, she reported 
to New York. 

The master of the disabled ad¬ 
miralty oil tanker War Badahur, 
which reached Plymouth under es¬ 
cort of the destroyer Wolverine, 
told how a 100-mile-an-hour hur¬ 
ricane and an 80-foot wave swept 
away the tanker's bridge, lifeboats, 
charts and instruments. 

Four men were hurt when they 
were swept from the bridge and 
fell 15 feet to the deck. 

"It looked like a huge black 
wall," Capt. D, A. Rees said. "It 
brought hundreds of tons of water 
crashing over the bridge. 

"I felt the .ship .sinking and won¬ 
dered if she'd ever rise again. 
From then on we never knew time 
or direction.”

Clarence S. Morrill, chief of the 
state divi.sion of criminal identifi- 
eation and investigation, an¬ 
nounced today that 38,376 crimes 
were reported during 1037. an in- 
erea.se of 5083 over the 1936 re¬ 
port of 33,283. 

Robberies jumped from 3193 to 
430.5 and burglaries from 21,410 
to 23,606. 

Other crimes during 1937 in¬ 
cluded: A.ssault to murder. 64; 
fictitious checks and forgcric.s, 
4659: pickpockets, 768: purse 

.snatching, 787 and miscellaneous, 
4187. 


TOKYO. (American Wire)—The 
■war must go on. While the Nip¬ 
ponese soldiers are sacrificing 
their lives in China for the em¬ 
peror, those in Japan are sacri¬ 
ficing by a great lowering of their 
already meager standard of living. 
Prices of food, fuel, clothes and 
other products have gone up, but 
wages have not been raised. 

Constant appeals to limit their 
consumption of food and clothes 
and Invest the money thus saved 
in government bonds are being 
made by the press to the people. 
Wool is being mixed with cotton, 
rayon and other substitutes, while 
Import of articles of consumption 
is almost entirely forbidden. 

TAXIS CURTAILED 

Taxis are one of the few luxur¬ 
ies left, but they are also affected 
by need of economy. They are 
now forbidden to cruise after mid¬ 
night, as the government saves its 
reserves of oil. 

Building construction is strictly 
supervised. Work on many build¬ 
ings has been halted, for the army 
needs the different metals that go 
into construction. 

So great is the need of metal 
for munitions at the front that the 
minting of 5 and 10-sen nickel 
pieces will be stopped, according 
to an announcement by the fi¬ 
nance minister. The money, which 
has been very convenient as coins 
of small denomination, is to be re¬ 
placed with paper. 

This will be a great inconveni¬ 
ence for Japanese throughout the 
nation, as the paper money is ex¬ 
pected to be of an inferior grade, 
which will become ragged and tear 
easily and also be bulky. 

But the majority of Japanese 
would probably rather have pa¬ 
per money in their pockets and 
plenty of metal for guns, for they 
look forward to a wealth in met¬ 
als, oils and other natural re¬ 
sources from Asia after their tri¬ 
umph.

Oldest Railroad Worker 
To Reach 100 Mark Sunday 


CCC Trespassers 
Cost U. S. $B)(K) 


MILWAUKEE, Wi.s. (A’l—John 
M. Horan, who claims to be the 
oldest active railroad employe in 
the United States, worked as n.su- 
al today, little concerned over his 
approaching 100th birthday. 

It was 83 years ago that the 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul and 
Pacific railroad company offered 
Horan his fir.st job, the ta.sk of 
keeping wootiburning locomotive.s 
supplied with fuel. Today, Horan 
is still working for the sarrje rail¬ 
road. 

On the eve of his birthday next 
Sunday. Horan will be honored at 
a dining car luncheon in the Mil¬ 
waukee shops. Pre.sident H. A. 
Scandrett and other railroad of¬ 
ficials will attend. 

The story of Horan’s life is the 
story of the development of Amer¬ 
ican railroads from the days of 
woodburning locomotives to the 
modern streamliners. 

When Horan took his first job 
of piling cordwood on the tenders 
of locomotives he was only 17. In 
those days, he said, metal tokens 
were used by engineers to pay 
for their load, so a check could 
be kept on the fuel consumption 
of locomotives. 

With the development of motive 
power he became a machinist. La¬ 
ter he .served as an engineer and 
then as an inspector of locomo¬ 
tives. 

Today, Horan, who for years has 
spurned a pen-sion to remain ac¬ 
tive, is inspector of the boiler 
wa.shing department in the Mil¬ 
waukee shops. 

Horan was given the sobriquet, 
Soda Ash Johnny years back 
when he developed a process that 
saved millions of dollars for rail¬ 
roads.

Defendants are allowed to ap-

to file ap|>eal, only three Santa 
Ana small claims judgments 
have been carried to a higher 
court in the past decade.

Claims range all the way from a 
few cents up to the $50 maximum, 
\vith a big percentage .setting the 
bill at exactly $50, since many 
plaintiffs with bigger claims will 
lower the ante to make their case 
eligible for small claims court. 
Smallest amount ever asked was 
50 cents for an unpaid newspaper 
subscription. The county once sued 
for back taxes amounting to only 
89 cents. 

... 

Artions must be filed either in 
the township where the defend¬ 
ant lives or where the original 
contract was made. Local justice 
court clerks are sure most peo¬ 
ple don't know that, judging 
from the number who come to 
the Santa Ana court when they 
should be filing somewhere else. 
Auto damage cases all are filed 
in the defendant’s home town¬ 
ship, since there was no original 
contract In that type of action.

Cases can’t be brought to trial 
within three days after filing— 
but must be tried within 15 days. 
They last from a few seconds to a 
little over an hour, never much 
beyond that. Judge Morrison once 
ran 17 cases through in 11 min¬ 
utes — and every defendant and 
plaintiff was in court. He asked 
each defendant if he owed the bill, 
received an affirmative reply, 
awarded the judgment and made 
arrangements with the defendant 
to make payments.

XIost frequent small claims 
aired in the weekly parade: 
those by raerchants on small 
book accounts, and suits to re¬ 
cover minor damages In auto ac¬ 
cidents. Usual defense against 


merchants’ suits, when they are 
contested, is either incorrect 
bookkeeping or inability to pay; 
counter-claims that It’s the other 
man's fault arc frequently filed 
In accident suits.

"Poor Man's Court" is one place 
where counter-claims can be filed 
and heard in the same action. The 
judge then can award damages to 
whichever party deserves them. 

. • • 

Partly because of the big per¬ 
centage of uncontested cases, 
majority of small claims suits 
are won by the plaintiff. Many 
eases are filed, though, in which 
the plaintiff has little chance of 
collecting. Leading example: 
Suits by people who bought an 
article, then decided they'd paid 
more than It was worth, file 
small claims suits to recover. 

• • . 

Potential plaintiffs occasionally 
try to "sound out" the court when 
they file claims, ask either Char¬ 
ley Tulene, justice court clerk, or 
Ralph Gordon, deputy, what chance 
their case has. Charged with as¬ 
sisting on technical points and for¬ 
mality of filing, the clerks nat¬ 
urally decline to advise customers 
on the case’s merits. 

* * • 

Some merchants use small 
claims court as a regular col¬ 
lection agency, show up nearly 
every Friday with some sort of 
suit. Xlatch'lng them, however, 
are a few constantly repeating 
defendants, sued by a different 
merchant every week or so. 

• * » 

Next to the landlady-vs.-tenant 
cases, those most hotly contested 
are neighborly scraps, such as one 
where one housewife accuses an¬ 
other of throwing trash over the 
back fence and onto her yard. 

« • * 

About 90 per cent of the small 
claims cases are ruled on the 
same day, the remainder taken 
under advisement for further in¬ 
vestigation. Where judgments go 
to the plaintiff, about one-tenth 
collect the damages before they 
leave the court. In some cases, 
there’s so much personal dislike 
the defendant will refuse to 
make the payment directly, but 
will turn it over to the, court to 
be handed over to the successful 
plaintiff.

Parking tickets is.sued by the 
Santa Ana police department ac¬ 
counted for one-third of the 6907 
arrests made by local officers in 
1937. Another 50 per cent of those 
cited into court during the year 
committed violations of the Cali¬ 
fornia vehicle code. 

An abundance of drunks was 
picked up, the annual police report 
i.ssued la.st night, shows. In fact, 
one person out of every eight cited 
into court was a drunk, or a total 
of 867. One hundred and twenty- 
seven of these were in their auto¬ 
mobiles at the time they were 
picked up. 

There was an average of $161 
worth of property stolen each day 
in 1937 running into a grand total 
of 558,880.98 of which all but $17,- 
6.37.56 was retrieved by Santa Ana 
police. Officers also located $7945 
worth of stolen goods from other 
communities. 

Four persons were killed and 
224 injured in 181 traffic accidents. 

Radio calls sent out by the de¬ 
partment amounted to 6401 and 
5580 calls were answered by the 
police. 

Two-thirds of the bicycles stolen 
were recovered, there being 154 
vehicles taken and 93 located by 
the officers and retur ed to their 
owners. 

Petty and grand theft arrests 
totaled 41 during the 12-month 
period. Sixteen forgers and au¬ 
thors of fictitious check.s were 
taken into custody. One arrest was 
made in connection with arson.

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Potato Soup 
Shouldn’t 
Be Scorned 


By MRS. ALEXANDER GEORCE | 
AP Feature Service Writer | 

The lowly Irish potato becomc.s | 
an aristocrat when it is skilfully 
made Into soup. Potato soup can 
be as delicate in flavor as a souffle 
and as appetite-satisfyinp as a 
poula.sh. 

Serving potato soup once each 
week will help mend many a hole 
in the food budget. It is hearty 
and digestibie for young and oid- 
and can be prepared quickiy and 
easily. 

TWO-PART RECIPE 

Here's one recipe: Cook togeth¬ 
er, for 15 minutes, in a covered 
pan the foilowing: two cups of 
diced raw potatoes, two table¬ 
spoons of chopped onions, two cups 
of water and a fourth of a tea¬ 
spoon each of paprika, celery ,salt 
and salt. Press through a sieve 
and add to a cream .sauce made of: 

Three tablespoons of butter and 
two tablespoons of flour mixed to¬ 
gether and added to two cups of 
milk, half a teaspoon of .salt and 
a fourth of teaspoon of paprika. 
Cook .slowly and stir constantly 
until the sauce thickens slightl.v. 
Then add the potato mixture and 
let it simmer for 10 minutes. 
OLD-FASHIONED STYLE 

There's an old-fashioned potato 
ioup made this way: 

Brown one-fourth of a cup of 
chopped onions and two table¬ 
spoons each of celery and green 
peppers in a third of a cup of diced 
bacon. Add this mixture to two 
cups of diced potatoes which have 
been cooked for 15 minutes in two 
cups of water. Add a fourth of 
a teaspoon each of salt and pepper 
and cook slowly, covered, over a 
low fire or in a double boiler. 

If you like your potato .soup 
thick and creamy, prepare it by 
putting the potatoes through a 
ricer. Then, when the .soup is 
cooked, beat it thoroughly with a 
rotary egg-beater. You can add 
diccil chunks of cooked potato if 
you want a lumpy effect.

PROBE FIRES 
ON WARSHIP •

Grand Jury Itself on Trial 

The eyes of all Orange county today are turned on 
the grand jury as that body ponders one of the most 
amazing and sensational developments within years. 

Grave and serious charges reportedly have been made 
against at least four county officials. 

Three of the four officials are accused by Super¬ 
visor West. 

He charges that Assessor James Sleeper has accepted 
money without properly accounting for it; 

That Sheriff Logan Jackson is retaining fees in vio¬ 
lation of law; 

And that Auditor W. T. Lambert has paid out county 
funds illegally. 

In turn, Supervisor West is reputedly accused by 
persons unknown to The Journal of having engaged in 
certain illegal practices which have not been made public. 

The whole situation is fraught with concern for all 

citizens interested in good government. 

* * « 

Under the stress, the men and women on the grand 
jury become the men and women of the hour. 

Their actions are of utmost importance to the wel¬ 
fare of the community, for they hold the honor of the 
community, as it were, in their hands. 

A single mistake in judgment, and single deviation 
from the code of strict justice and they plunge the whole 
fabric of confidence in good government into the mire. 

They must weigh the accusations and defenses in the 
most exacting scale of the conscience, lest the slightest 
variation therefrom bring an error that might blight a 
life or destroy the good name. 

At the same time, they must be bold and unafraid, 
willing to fearlessly right a wrong or correct an error 
which has no place among the councils of honest and up¬ 
right men. 

They must display the wisdom of Solomon with the 
justice of Jove. 

• • * 

Indeed, the circumstances are such that the very 
grand jury itself appears to be on trial as to its honor 
and value. 

There have been grand juries in the past which dealt 
with serious matters lightly. 

There is one case on record in Orange county where 
the foreman of a grand jury was given a whitewash brush 
by one of his indignant colleagues, and the reaction of the 
public after that jury’s findings were made known sus¬ 
tained the giver. 

Orange county does not want a “whitewash” jury in 
the cases now before the bar. 

Instead it wants, and is entitled to, the truth. 

If there is guilt, let there be due action; if there is 
innocence, let the matter be cleared. 

By digging to the bottom of all the charges and ren¬ 
dering a report that will stand foursquare among honest 
men, the members of the grand jury will earn the confi¬ 
dence, respect and gratitude of their fellow citizens.

Will This Killer Hang? 

Because he shot his wife and his “best friend” when 
he found them petting, a Los Angeles man is on trial for 
murder today—and you can get odds in that city that 
he won’t be hanged. 

Triangle shootings are common enough; what puts 
this one in the limelight is the prominence and social 
standing of the slayer and his victims. 

According to novels, these were the kind of men and 
women who would have sat down and talked the thing 
over calmly; instead, the husband shot them off of the 
piano bench on which he found them. 

The veneer of civilization is pretty thin on us all; 
turn loose some tremendous force against us, such as 
hunger, or fear, or jealousy, and the veneer cracks on a 
lot of us, turning loose our most primitive instincts. 

That’s why Los Angeles believes the jury won’t bring 
in a death sentence; at least one juror will wonder, “If 
that had been my wife, and I’d had a gun, what would 
I have done?” 

L. A. theater patron is reported to have shouted, 
‘"Another hellwether,” when a goat appeared in a 
Disney film. Aha, we must have another reader ’loay 
up in Los Angeles. 

Round One—Italy 

In the battle of words in which Kid Britain has chal¬ 
lenged Big Boy Mussolini for the radio championship of 
the Near East, round one seems to have gone to the Big 
Boy. 

Reporters in Palestine indicate that Arab listeners 
tuned in the first British broadcast, but tuned it out again 
when it proved to be a mixture of Arabic, English and 
violin solos in the classical mode. The listeners switched 
back to Mussolini’s all-Arabic program, which featured 
the voice of Abdul Wahab, the favorite crooner of the 
Near East.

Friend though I be of Jack 
Kirkland and have been since he 
worked or. the rim of the St. 
Louis Times and I i-an the little 
U. P. bureau in the same plant 
more than 20 years ago, I have to 
deploi'e the method of his artistic 
dispute with Dick Watts, the 
Herald Tribune's play reviewer, 
pursuant to which he was photo¬ 
graphed in bed. 

Mr. Watts saw Kirkland’s stage 
version of John Steinbeck s ‘‘Tor¬ 
tilla Flat,” thought it pretty bad, 
and said so in kinder words than 
I would have been likely to use for 
the same duty, because having 
read Steinbeck’s book, I left the 
show with a feeling that Kirkland 
had used some proce.ss to boil 
away all the original beauty and 
smelt the story down to a pig of 
pure filth. Thereafter, it appears, 
Kirkland encountered Watts in a 
popular pub, took a sock at him, 
and, in the ensuing debate, fin¬ 
ished second. 

May I suggest, however, that 
this neither confirms nor con¬ 
demns Mr. W’atts’ opinion that the 
play was bad and that it has no 
bearing on merit of the critic’s 
criticism ? Otherwise, our papers 
will be forced to hire professional 
prize fighters to review’ the drama, 
and in that case Mr. Hearst will 
have a continuing claim on the 
services of the ablest critics in the 
land by reason of his contracts for 
the journalistic by-products of the 
successive heavyweight champions, 
Joe Louis would be better able to 
uphold his opinions than Mr. 
Watts, for example, although Mr. 
Watts appears to have done all 
right in this case, but the quality 
of those opinions and the manner 
of their presentation obviously 
would leave art and journalist 
somewhat the poorer. 

AN L'XH.AFPY PROFESSION 

Often I have felt sorry for the 
playrights and backers and the 
unhappy members of a profession 
which lives by make-believe and 
therefore seems unfit to cope with 
the realities of a harsh w'orl<i 
when, on opening nights in New’ 
York, the critics have .sat like 
jurors in a murder trial, then 
dashed away to mark their bal¬ 
lots ‘‘guilty” or "guilty with a 
recommendation of mercy.” The 
playwright w’orks hard for many 
months, the little woman fetches 
him coffee to keep him at his toil 
at 2 a. m., or scours the town 
saloons to rescue him from despair 
when his second act has bogged. 

The children, if any, go through 
a living hell for weeks or months, 
forbidden to raise their innocent 
babble in or anywhere near the 
apartment, or perhaps are sent off 
to live with the motlier’s divorced 
husband or the father’s divorced 
wife or with their grandmother, 
who is an old devil. The money 
from the last hit is all spent or 
paid away to the government as 
income tax, and all is tense, fear¬ 
ful and hopeful in the author's lit¬ 
tle bower. The actors, some of 
whom have been out of work for 
months or years or involved in a 
succession of flops, have been re¬ 
hearsing for weeks and dreaming 
of success, the price of a few 
necessities, and even, in their mo¬ 
ments of greatest optimism, think¬ 
ing of being tapped for the movies, 
CRITIC.S .NOT INP’ALLIBLE 

Then comes opening night and 
the critics, and when the returns 
begin to arrive in the morning 
papers all this worried company 
discovers is that the play is bad 
and the actors worse, if possible, 
and there is always a feeling that 
if the critics would have been 
barred and the public permitted 
to form its own judgment the ver¬ 
dict might have been overwhelm¬ 
ingly reversed. The case of "Abie’s 
Irish Rose,” which ran five years 
in defiance of the unanimous opin¬ 
ion of the reviewers, will never be 
forgotten by those who have felt 
that their livelihood was wTonged 
by newspaper men with good, 
steady employment who built up 
their own reputations with flip¬ 
pant but merciless remarks better 
for their own vanity than for 
justice. 

Such critics there have been, 
and a few such still sit in judg¬ 
ment, enjoying renown as town 
characters or celebrities and as 
masters of the brutal phrase 
which rates a short laugh but also 
draws blood. Mr. Watts, however, 
distinctly is not one of them, and, 
considering the result as seen on 
the stage, Mr. Kirkland’s protest 
that he had worked nine months 
dramatizing "Tortilla Flat” seems 
inadmissible. If pity is to enter 
the deliberations of the critics, 
then the playwrights will start 
hanging around with their children 
in tatters and the kinfolks of the 
I people in the cast will wail and 
yowl in the lobbies pleading for a 
break and bread. 

No critic with a human heart 
can develop a free opinion under 
these conditions, and It is moved ' 
that Mi‘. Kirkland withdraw his 
protest and buy Mr. Watts a drink 
out of the fabulous profits of a 
happier venture, the endless, 
though who would say deathless, 
"Tobacco Road.”

WASHINGTON. WPA i.s faced 
with an extraordinary mystery, 
i Although unemployment has in-

for woi'k-relicf have not been 
given more than 250,000 jobs which 
are open to them. 

Suspected reason: local politic.^?. 

The increase in relief jobs came 
on Dec. 9, when Harry Hopkins 
faced with huge demands, let down 
the bars anil orderefl 350,000 extra 
jobless added to WPA rolls. Sub¬ 
sequently, this order was enlarged 
to permit an unlimited r.Lpansion 
of WPA rolls in nine cities - 
Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul, Omaha and Kansas City. 

Hut despite this order tnd the 
unremitting increase in unemploy¬ 
ment, only 300,000 so far have 
lieen added to work-relief lisls. 
This is less than one-thii’d the 
i number authorized by Hopkin.s. 

I For some unexplained reason 
(local WPA officials, notwithstand¬ 
ing the clamor for aid and wide 
latitude granted them, are taking 
their own sweet time about giving 
men jobs. 

Labor’s Nonpartisan league 
flooded with complaints charging 
local officials with playing politics, 
believes there is whole.sale sabo¬ 
tage of government relief program, 
and thi’eatens a congressional in¬ 
vestigation. 

WPA authorities already had 
started this inquiry, but after this 
laborite protest they rushed out 

new instructions to local officials 
to speed up the expansion of their 
rolls immediately or explain their 
failure to do so.

With Brain Trusts now the 

fashion among both Democrats 

and Republicans, Madame Secre¬ 
tary Perkins has organized one ror 
herself.

Mrs. Beyer is the wife 
of Dr. Otto Beyer, able member 
of the national mediation board 
(for railroad disputes). A native 
of California, she became an inti¬ 
mate of Miss Parkins when they 


both worked for the New York 
state government. 

Mrs. Beyer is trying to fill tlie 
large shoes vacated by Ed Me- 
Grady in lobbying for the labor 
department on Capitol Hill. But 
the fit has not been close und 
during the wage-hour fight Mrs. 
Beyer had no .success in getting 
the house lepre.sentatives to place 
the legislation under Madame Per¬ 
kins. 

Miss Mary Dowson. member ot 
the social .security board and vice 
chairman of the Democratic na¬ 
tional committee, is Miss Perkins’ 
most capable a<lvi.sor. In fact, she 
ir, probably the .shiewdest lady 
around the New Deal high com¬ 
mand. 

Congre.sswoman Mary Norton of 
New Jer.scy. chairman of the house 
labor committee, is rear-guaid 
Trusterette. Being little more 
popular than Miss Perkin.s. she 
should be sympathetic, if not use¬ 
ful. 

The Ladies’ Brain Trust has not 
been received with wild applause 
by masculine members of the New 
Deal, who point to the fact that 
Madame Perkins has some of the 
be.st masculine brains of the ad- 
mini.stration right in her own de¬ 
partment. 

However, Mi.ss Perkins seems 
I happier about taking her hair down 
with members of her own sex, and 
it should be interesting to watch 
the future improvements.

TKi;ST BUSTER 

If you want an idea on the trend 
the President’s investigation of 
monopolies is likely to take, ca;>t 
an appraising eye over William A. 
Ayres, the federal trade commis¬ 
sioner who is conducting it. His 
background is illuminating. 

Ayres first came into political 
prominence during the Populi.st 
movement as the campaign man¬ 
ager of “Sockless Jerry’’ Simpson, 
congre.ssman from Kan.sas. Later 
Ayres him.self went to congress, 
and William Jennings Bryan, then 
considered a radical, campaigned 
for him. 

Ayres was defeated by his Ger¬ 
man and Scandinavian constituents 
for one term because he voted for 
entrance into the World war, but 
later the elder La Follette, who 
voted against the war, wrote him 
a letter to the effect that regard¬ 
less of his war vote, he was too 
important a progressive to lose. 
This sent him back to congress 
with a rush, and he remained there 
until Roosevelt, who had known 
him when Ayres was a member of 
the naval affairs committee, ap¬ 
pointed him to the federal trade 
commission. 

Ayres is nearly 70. but has just 
finished a vigorous year as chair¬ 
man of the FTC. has been one of 
its most tireless trust-busters. You 
won’t lose money if you bet that 
his monopoly investigation will be 
a thorough one.

Then 
I am forced to the reluctant con¬ 
clusion that he relies upon the ig¬ 
norance of his followers.

I want it to bo clear to Mr. Robb 
that his opinions are a matter of ' 
no concern to me. hut his di.stortion 
of well known facts anil his inis- 
repre.sonlation of actions and words 
of Harry R, Kheppard, Arthur L.
